The Fisheries,
From the Times.

We observe in gome quarters an inclination te
dizouss the question of the fisheries in o more
warllke temper than existing eireumstances
appeat' to warrant. ‘‘Shall we have war tor the
fisheries " Qe the suggestive interrogatory with
which an influentinl contemporary starts upon
the discussion, And the tone maintained
throughout harmonizes with this the Initistory
note,  An uniriendly attitude & sttributed to
1the Provinees, with whose Governments our
contemporary would have us refuse to negotiate,
“*A temporary arrangement” with Great Britain
is proposed as the only proper course, prelimi-
nary o o general seitlement of accounts be-
twees the two countries, including rot alone
the lisheries and reciproeity in genernl, but ulso
“‘our ¢lalms for shipping destroyed; aur rela-
tions with Cnnada; the navigation of the St
Lawrence, and the boundary in the Northwest,!
Pending the adjy-tment of these questions, we
are w0 be prepured to give British craft “a
broadside, it 1t sinks them.”

1t 18 only fair to presume that our contemporary
does no®desire 10 provoke—or to have our Gov-
ernment  provoke—war with Great  Britain,
Newther country can afford wantonly 1o encoun-
ter hostilities, and therefore neither should be
indifferent to what is not unlikely to produce
them, Botte deal with the fishery question in
the bpirit manilested and recommenaed by our
cotemporary would be, inevitably, to produce
grave internationsl complications, and to ren-
der war extremely probable,

Even this would be tolerable were there no
other way of settling the difficulty. Had our
rights in the fishing Eruumiu suffered any grie-
vous invaslon, or had our clnims or our henor
been subject to outruge, the country would
Jistem but lo one appeal, and that of the most
deciave kind.

But, #o far as our knowledge extends, there
has been neither outrige nor threats of out
rage. The difficulty exists, but it exists as a
consequence of the abroeation of the Recipro-
city Treaty, which was our own aot, the results
of which cannot be said to have taken us
unawares, Thus far nothing has occurred for
which we were not prepared, and there has vet
been no gign on the ‘mrt of the Provinces of any
intention to move i the matter harshly or
rechlesaly, On the contrary, it Is known that
the Canadian Government is striving to effect an
arrangement with the sister provinces, with the
view or preventing hasty and unfriendly steps
by any of them; and with provineial confedera-
tion we may ook jor the removal of the causes
0! upprehension arising trom separste and com-
parslively lrresponsible proceedings by the
minor colonies,

The true plan, however, is to leave the whole
subject in the hands of our National Govern-
ment,  The House Committes on  Forelgn
Aflairs have evinded a full understanding of wmll
the pointe involved; snd the information sup-
plird to Congress by the State Department
shows that no trouble is at present anticipated,
Br. Beward .is evideny attending to the buosi-
ness, which may and should be disposed of
peacefully nod satigiactorily, The duty of the
prese, it seems to us, I8 meanwhile o sustain
the Government i any negotiation it may un-
dertuke; and this will best be done by avoiding
2 fur us possible all necdless causes of irritation
and oflense,

The Financinl Problem of the Country—

Necessity of Understanding and Solving It
From the Herald,

The Loan bill bas become a law by the sig-
nature of the President to it. Bp far the wants
ol the Government a8 regards its necruing debt
obligations are provided for until the next ses-
glon of Congrese, The Seeretary of the Trea
sury ia empowered to mest the bouds or secu-
rities that will be due by such means as he
may have, or by changlug one torm of indebt-
edness for another, Thieample power conlerred
on bim is fortunately Ymited, however, by re-
strictions that will prevent an undue contrac

tion of the currency, or any serlous disturbance
of the finances, business, or walues of the
country. Had his power not peen limited he
micht bring irretrievable disastors upon us by
atiempting to carry oat the bullionist theory he
enhnoisted fn Lis speeches last yewr, and the
rosumption vagnries of those who clamor for
the instant retidrn to specie puyments,

The only people in the community that could
be benetited by a foroed contractlon of | the
cuirency ure the fundholders, Their property
would be incressed In yalue {wenty-tive to
thirty per cent, at once, and the property ol
every one elge decressed 1he snme amount. It
is gradlying 1o peroeive, therefore, that Con-
gress hus beon  sufficiently enlightoned sod
patriotic 1o view the matter properly, and to
reslst the powerful Intluencs urum fundbolding
interest, wo Important ohjects, then, have
beeyy attained in the pussage of this amended
Loan bill—the sccruivg indebtedness has been
provided for, and we are sate (or the next eight
manths from those evils that would befall us by
tam :1#1' with the eurrency. We may breasthp
'I’roer; d mo on with our business without fear
of any great change duriog this period,

But what of the future! How are we golngto
eslublish ngbsaund financlal and monetary system
that will not create and perpetnste monopolies,
that will not oppress the people and be s buyr
den upon labor?

inevituble tendency to make the rich richer and
the poor poorer, England, before the great
European war againft France and Napoleon,
bad three hundred aud 6ty thousaud landed
proprictora. Now there are but torty tive thou.
sand, Thuos wealth has acoumulated in the hands
ol the few, while pauperism has increased in o
tearful degree. ik 18 the natural consequonce
of an enormous debl in the hands of tundnolders,
who by this power have enriched themselves,
while the laboring classed have been reduced to
the lowest poiot of subsistence or to putiperism,
That is one smde of the alternstive, Ler us
look on the other; let us tale Pranee tor exam-
ple,  This country contracted an enormous
debt also during the revolutionary wars, but
she expunged it In part by the prompt process
of repudiadon, and. of course, by terrible sui-
fering; but i part also by confi*cating the lands
ol the rich. There were elghty thousand landed
proprictors in France before the Revolution:
now there are four millious tive bundred thou-
sand. Thus ditierent results have been pro-
duced in the two oountries, but both at-
tended  with unparalleled  evils, France
pussed through streams of blood, long
eriods of uncxampled suffering, national dis-
onor and loss of liberty; England eniled in per-
etuativg an enormouns debt that rests like an
neubus upon the inaustry of the country, with
a vast and oppressive monepl i ol wealth in the
hands of the lundholders, and with o more wide-
spread and deep-seated pauperism than ever ex-
isted in any civilized country. Let us avoid the
fate o) both France and Evgland in this pespect.,
But unless we be careful, we shall not, Having |
a vast and virgin country, with wonderiul natu-
ral resources, may help us to stave off the evil,
but it will come, for all that, unless we avold the
errors of France and England, and chunge our
present financial policys
The firat step taken ghould be to legislate the
eo-called national banks out of existence within
& reasonable time, They constitute an immonse

moneyed monopoly of the fundnolders that can [
conirol the resources and business ot the coun- |
try for the advantage of the few, and will baye
the power of controlling the Government itsell, |
Such a stupendous mistake as the creation of
these banks was never commitied before by any
men enlling themselves statesmen, Admittiug
that thelr eiroulation will amount to only three
hondred millions, the amount prescribed by the
present law, they will wmake about forty-five
millions of dollars a year out of the public. That
i, they make seven per cent, on the bonds de.
posited, and about elght per cent, on the profita
ol their eirenlntion, including inierest and dis-
count. They pay the Government, or the peo-
ple, nothing lor the privilege of this cireulation.
Even the Bank of England, with all its advan- |
tages tothe Government, pays the Government |
& handesome percentage for its ocirculation, |
There never was a greater fraod upon the peo-
ple than these national banks, They are danger-
ous st the eame time, The profits on this cireu-
lation alone, placed at compound interest,
wounld liguidate the entire pational debt in
sbout forty vears. The next step should be to

und reduced rate of interest.
leoking to the extinguishment of the debt in
lorty or fifty years, should also be established,
This would give statnlity and confidenee, and
would lighten the burdens ol the people.

Tho greenback legal tenders ought to be the
currency of the country, the same us Bank of
England notes sre¢ In’ Great Britwin, There
should be a central establishment at the coms
mwercial metropolis similar 1o the Bauk of Eng-
land, over which the Governmant should have
proper confrol, and all bunk notes, ii there
should be others in clrculation, ought to be re-
deemed 1 legal tenders, It j8 lmpossible to go
into 1he details of such measures here, but they
are practicable, necessary to save us from the
evils we are runniog into, and aré sonnd in
pringiple, If we would avoid the evils of & vast
mwoneyed oligarchy, which o great national debt
tends to create through the fandholders, we
should begin af once to provide against it.

We see what has been the result in England—
the ubsarption of all the wealth of the country
in the hands of a few, and thedepression of the
laboring musses (o the lowest degree. We seo
the snme tendency in France now, notwith-
standing the immense number of landed pro.
prietors there. The number of these are be
coming less every year by the same absorbing
process—ibe poor becowing poorer, and the
rich vicher, It hes been and still is 8o in every
couptry with & great natlonal debt, Let us
begin in time, then, to wvert glmilar eyils trom
our great, happy, and virgin conntry, And let
us hope that statesmen may be fouad who can
comprehend and ;:rup?lr? the sabject, Thus,
not only will the wellbelng of the labofng
masées be preserved, but we may become what
Enu{:nd i now, the moneysd centie of the
worild.
